Bag? L! holy Scripture is certainly the teacher of all virtue and true Faith, but the Book, of 
W the Pſalms doth expreſs after a certain manner, the very ſtate and condition of the 
foul. For le which intendeth to preſent himſelf to a King, Firſt will c with 
hiMſelf to ſet in good order both bis geſture and his ſpeech, leſt elſe he might be impu- 
ted rude and ignorant : even ſo deth this godly Book inform all ſuch as be deſirons to 
lead their life in virtue, and to know the life of our Saviour, which he led in his con- 
verſation, putting them in mind in the reading thereof of all their affections and paſſi- 
ens whereto their ſoul is inclined. Moreover, the Pſalms inform and teach every max 
with divers inſtruftions Whereby he may not onely eſpy the affeftions and ſtate of his ſoul, and to win a goed 
pattern and diſcipline how he may pleaſe Cod; but alſo with what form of words he may amend himſelf, 
and how to give God due thanks, leſt if he ſhould ſpeak otherWiſe than were convenient, be ſhould fall into im 
piety, by his unreverent eftimation of God, for we maſt all make an account to the Page, as well of aur 
evil deeds, as of our words.

Congregation, with full aſſurance, that although 
this Root of tm lye hid in us, yet to the elect it 
ſhall not be imputed : fo the Supper declareth, 
that God as a moſt provident Father, doth not 
only feed our bodies, but allo ſpiritually. nou- 
riſheth our ſouls with the graces and benefits of 
Jeſus Chrilt, which the Scripture calleth cating 
of his ficſh , and drinking of his blood. Nei- 
ther mult we in the Adminiſtration of theſe 
Sacraments, tollow mans fantaſie; but as Chriſt 
himſclt hath Ordaincd, ſo mult they be Mini- 
ſtred, and by ſuch as by ordinary vocation are 
thereunto called. Theretore whoſoever reſerveth 
and worſhippeth thele Sacraments, or contrari- 
wiſe contemneth them in time and place , pro- 
cureth to himſelt damnation. The third mark 
of this Church is Eccleſiaſtical diſcipline z which 
ſtandeth in Admonition, and Correction of faults. 
The final end whereof is Excommunication , by 
the conſent of the Church determined, it the 

offender be obſtinate. And beſides this Eccleſi- 
aſtical Diſcipline, I acknowledge to belong to 
this Church a politick Magiſtrate, who mini- 
ffreth to every man Juſtice, defending the good, 
and puniſhing the evil; to whom we mult ren- 
der honour and obedience in all things which 
are not contrary to the Word of God. And 


as Moſer, Ezechias, Jufias, and other good Rulers 
purged the Church of God from Superſtition 
and Idolatry : So the defence of Chriſts Church 
appertaineth to Chriſtian Magiſtrates, again all 
Idolaters and Hexeticks, as Papitts, Anabaptiſts, 
with ſuch like limbs of Antichriſt, to root out 
all Doctrine of divels and men; as the Maſs, 
Purgatory, Limbus Patrum, Prayers to Saints, and 
for the dead, Free-will, Diſtinction of Meats, 
Apparel and Dayes, Vows of Single life , Pre- 
ſence at Idol - ſervice, Mans Merits, with ſuch 
like, which draw us from the ſociety of Chriſts 
Church, wherein ſtandeth only Remiſſion of ſins, 
purchaſed by Chriſts blood to all them that be- 
lieve, whether they be Jews or Gentiles , and 
lead us to a vain contidence in creatures, and 
truſt in our own imaginations. The puniſhment 
whercof, although God oftentimes deferreth in 
this lite, yet after the general Reſurrection, when 
our Souls and Bodies ſhall riſe again to Immor- 
tality, they ſhall be damned to unquenchable 
fire : and then we which have forſaken all mens 
wiſdom to cleave unto Chritt, ſhall hear the joy- 
ful voice, Come ye bleſſed of my Father, inherit 
the Kingdom prepared for you from the beginning 
of the World ; and ſo ſhall go Triumphing with 
him in Body and Soul to remain everlaſtingly in 
Glory, where we ſhall ſee God face to face, and ſhall 
no more need to inſtruct one another; we ſhall 
all know him from the higheſt to the loweſt.
